Otis Pike, D-N.Y., engaged in “to- 
tally irresponsible behavior” by 
the “misuse of highly classified

misleading manner [that] must

of the United States,” the secre- 
tary said at a news conference. 

Mr, Eissinger said the commit- 
‘tee’s effort to take secret, material 
out of context and force it into a 
preconceived pattern amounted to 
“a new version of McCarthyism.”

It was such warfare, it must be remembered, 
that produced eventually a revolution in 
Portugal and the Portuguese relinquishment 
of its overseas empire. Will the Soviet-sup- 
plied Cubans—who were the critical element 
in the civil war—be able to do better in such 
warfare? 

Then there are the MPLA’s external ene- 
mies—not those who, like the United States, 
dislike the extension of Soviet influence on 
more or less general grounds, but countries 
like Zaire and South Africa who fear it for 
very specific and practical reasons (if by 
no means identical). Will the Cubans en- 
counter South Africans in the field, not in 
small groups but In armies, as they draw 
near the frontier to the south? 

These factors could prevent the creation 
of an effective government by the MPLA, or 
at least confine tt to purely military anthor- 
ity. unable to approach the major task of 
making Angola an economically viable 
modern state.

Berry's 
Cutty Sark brand, one of the 
world’s best known whiskies, ac- 
counts for 80 per cent of the 
business and perhaps their low 
wine prices as well, “Berry's 
prices are way below everyone 
else's," wine experi Hugh John- 
son said, “because they are, in 
effect, subsidized by Cutty Sark.” 

The low prices are also the 
result of having the cellar space 
to lay down 30,000 dozens of 
pottles and buying wine in casks 
for bottling in England. Long 8 
staunch supporter of English 
bottling, Mr, Berry claims he can 
do it better in his cellars than 
is often done in chateaux. “We 
are very meticulous. In Bordeaux, 
bottling is done when the. cha- 
teaux find time between all their 
other activities of growling, har- 
vesting, vinifying, and so on.”
